The procedure that produces pain in this model is the development of inflammation associated with 
the onset of arthritis. Collagen Induced Arthritis is a murine model of inflammatory autoimmune 
arthritis that in many respects resembles human Rheumatoid Arthritis. The processes being 
studied involves immune system-wide interactions, necessitating the adoption of an mammalian 
model for which a broad array of diagnostic, phenotypic and genotypic reagents are available. 


5. Provide scientific justification why pain and/or distress could not be relieved. State methods or means 
used to determine that pain and/or distress relief would interfere with test results. 

Inflammation is the endpoint which is under study. Analgesics are known to interfere with the 
development of inflammation and thus cannot be used.
